Hie Lordabip gave judgment In thig c.isu 
yssterdny. Tbe rending of tbo judi,'raenl — 
which vta.5 exceedingly comiireheiiBivu und 
erhaustivo — occupied iienrly an hour. Tno 
Obicf Justico commenced by dcBcnbinR the 
Biluation of ibo Crown lands of tlio Colony 
of Vancouver Islund under Hudson Uny Ooiu- 
panv rule) tho re-tranaler of tbo lands to ibo 
Crown by the Company, ond the pre-emption 
ef the tract, of land known as Ogdon Point by 
the defendant. A portion of the lands, hia 
lordship said; formed part of the town site 
and were not open to preemption. Other 
portions the delendant was qulto right in 
trying to pro-eaipl and had he complied with 
tho lavf he would have had a shadow of a 
claim to them. But whether tho act bo valid or 
not the defendant!! had failed to reside upon 
the land as rfc(,uired by h\vr. Ho, or a 
proper eabstitute, required to rcaido continu» 
onsly on the land for a spaco of two yearS) 
bat It was shown that he bud only been in 
actual possession of tho land for the space of 
4 months at one time and 8 months at 
another, and therefore, the defendanl'a rights 
aader tbe Act were untenable. He toolc up 
eoBe l^nd that was not open to pre-emption, 
ond did not comply with the leqairenents of 
the Statute with respect to that wli'.ch was 
open. . Theto was no doubt that the defendant 
had BO right to deal v/ilh tbe land but he 
appears to havo been satiaQed with big inco. 
hate "right |ind ho made certain bonafidi 
improvements, The Crown should have acted 
with moro promptitude, (instead of allowing 
the delendant to remain in possession for 
Dine years) and prevented tbe eipenditaro. 
The order of the Court was that the Crown 
ba oonfirmed in the title and receive the land, 
and that the defendant be paid for reasonable 
improvements, each part; to pay its own 
costs. 

Mr ttebertson asked the Chief Justice to 
deBne what was meant by improvements. 
Would the wages ot an agent in possession be 
considered part of the " improTemonts ? " 

The Chisf Justice said if tho agent worked 
the land, yes. Tbe defendant really helioved 
in 1863 (and perhaps does now) that he was 
.•ntitlsd to the land and acted in good faith,
